Hit following report reflects py activities of Dccetflber 16, 197B on the above mentioned 
missing person cAse'. 

On today's date I had e conversation with Investigator Harry Benucrelnl, of Area 5, 

Oeneral Assignment, Chicago Police Departnent, reference to a letter that he wrote to 
the Bother of John A.;S 2 yc. In this letur he made reference to the vehicle that 
belong^ to John Siyc had been Involved In an Incident* whereas that had led the police 
department to believe that the subject* Szyc, must still be alive; as the vehicle had 
been Involved In ah Incident. 1 questioned Investigator Belluomlnl about It and he 
Indicated that h1s only contact with this case was-that back at the tiaie of the Utter, 
apprcxlnately December of '76* the vehicle In question that belonged to Szyc had pulled 
Into a gas station, obtained gasoline and left without paying. The attendant apparently 
copied down the license plate nunber of the s 

vehicle upon his the 

found out that this subject, Szyc, was missing. He further advised me that he checked 
around the area and that the Information he had received was that the subject John Szyc 
was* In fact, gay. He also Indicated that Information received by him Indicated that 
possibly he nl^t have moved to Colorado and was living therr at this time. I further 
checked this out by checking with the Department of Motor Vehicles In Colorado and 
ascertained that there Is no driver's license or e car Issued to any John A, Szyc, which 
would refer to this.missing person. I also asked Investigator Belluomlnl If he had ever 
seen the car or the subject that the car belonged to, and he andicated negative to this. 
At aDoroxlwtely 9:35 I concluded f_he Interview with Investloator Belluomlnl, 

At approximately 1000 hours I telephoned Cicero Police Departtrent an^nfikjB to 
Investigator UIIHoh) Baldwin reference Michael A. Rossi, M/R', who had 

indicated to me that he had coarrltted a battery upon John Gacy in CTcer^nS subsequently 
had been placed on probaticn for the offense. In checking with Investigator Baldwin, I 
learned that the only arrest that they showed for Michael Rossi were three charges for 
traffic related offenses and that this crc-jrred on Decenfcer i, 1977, end the facts of 
this were that Rossi apparently did not stop for a stop sign end tried to elude the 
police department when they etteepted to stop him. Tne chase was started In Cicero and 
was concluded at 3130 North Albany in Chicago and he subseqjently was charged with the 
stop sign vlolatlon^ludln^an^recUess driving. At this time Rossi gave h1s home

OellM, Mrs. DeNeo Is a nurse at Northwest 

Hospital end was wqrking the 4th Floor Nurses Station Iri the west section of the 
bulidinB on the 11th bf Oecenber 1978. At approxlnately 2300 hours or. that date Mrs.. 
OeNeo advised that a rale/whlte person, described as being possibly 5'11", heavy set, 
chunky, with possible llVit brown hair end possibly wearing a cloth Jacket, cans to the 
nurses statim and asked' for Hr. Scow. This person looked puzzled, because the Scow 
family had been there and left. He did not Identify himself. He asked about Hr. Scow 
and Hn. DeNeo seemed to think that he did not kiwM that Hr. Scow had expired. He 
looked very puzzled. , Krs. DeNeo does not know how he got up to the 4th Floor at that 
hour, since all the hospital doors are locked and security guards are on duty. Hrs. 

DeNeo advised that this person did not look like the: kind of person v4io 5 .itsoclate 
with the Scows, since she thought that the Scows were ar,little higher class tnan this 
person. Hrs. DeNeo advised that she was familiar with Hrs. Scow and Hr. Scow and she 
does not recall this person visiting Hr. Scow In the past. She did add, however, that 
she Is only a part^tlm employee and only works three days a week. Hrs. DeNeo did not 
See this person leave the area. She stated that she may be able to recognize this person 
again If she saw a picture of him. She does not knew if any other nurses saw or spoke 
with this person and she was under the Impression that he was called by the family, 
although he seened uninformed. Hrs. DeNeo believed that Hr. Scow expired sometime 
around 2210 hours on the 11th of Deceiifcer 1978. Hrs. DeNeo advised that this person's 
age was approximately the early 40's. She was shown a series of photographs In an effort 
to identify the person who was at the nurses station at the above date and time mentioned. 
Hrs. DeNeo observed photographs f71-l42, #69-138, #71-22. #74-301, «9-60, and #69-245, 
and a photograph of Hr. Jonn Gacy that was a eug shot from the Chicago Police Department 
reference €85289230-1 ({273632, dated U July 1978. Mrs. DeNeo looked at each photograph 
Individually and she picked out photograph #€9-138 as being that person most closely 
reseJBblIng the person who was at the nurses station or the 11th of December 1978. Hrs. 
DeNeo did say, however, that the person only resembles the person who was at the desk and 
was not definitely the person who was In the hospital cr. that date and t1ire. Hrs. DeNeo 
went on to say that the Unit's Secretary may have also seen this person. The Unit

She stated she did reni@it)er that a person had 
come up to that nurses station inquiring about Hr. Scow. Hiss Ax thinks that the Scow 
-—family had JustJ-eft_the_hc«pJt8li_ ^he recalled that he identified himself as a nephos 
and she described him as being chunky wi'tn' a nylon'Jacket-and pos-s-1-bly-weari-ng glassts. 
Mrs. Ax was sitting at the desk and she did overhaar the conversation with this person and 
Hrs. Deffeo, Hiss Ax was shown the same photographs that were shown to Mrs. DeNeo and 
aftei 4ivL'f.3 closely al ail the photographs, she picked out photograph #74-301 as 
being-t^^one t.hat most closely reseebled the person who was at the 4th Floor Nurses

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On OcccBbcr 14> 1S7fi I contacted Kr. Eldon Burk, the Assistant Principal at Maine West, 
in an attenpt to determine the owner of a IS‘75 class ring which had been recovered at 
the residence of John Cacy^ 8213 West Sunraerdale, while executins the search warrant 
at the Sac;)' residence. Hr'., Burk was advised the ring was made of e.gold metal material, 
contained a blue stonct was from the 1975 graduating class at Maine West and had the 
initials J.A.S. engraved on the inside of the tend. In addition to the Initials J.A.S,, 
this Officer observed the following letters and digits, H.J. - lOK. Mr. Burk stated 
that he would check the .1975 issue of the dal>Tone, the Maine West High Telephone 
Directory, and attea^t to detenolne the ower of the ring. Upon ternrinating ey 
conversation irith Hr. Burk, this Officer checked the '75 Issue of the D1al>Tone and 
the 1975 Issue of The Legend and noticed that two students.‘who would have graduated 
in 1975 from Maine West had the Initials J.A.S. The two youths were John A_^(^gp»gl,

At apprcxlnetely 1830 hours on Oeceitfcer 14, 1978 I received a call from Mr. Burk, at 
which time he stated that 1975 was the only year that salssmen were not allowed to cotw 
into Heine West to sell rings to the graduating class, therefore the ring would have been 
purchased froB Herf Jones, a Jewelry store on Miner Street next to the Des Plaines 
Theatre. 

. On Deceober 15, 1978 at 1030 hours I received a call frtjo! Mr. Burk, at which time he 

‘ stated the 1975 graduating class of Maine West did not purchase their rings through 
the school. The rings for the '75 graduating class were purchased through Herf Jones 
on Miner Street next to the Oes Plaines Theatre probably in the fall of 1572 or 1973. 

The H.J. - lOK on the inside of the band denotes Herf Jones - 10 Carat. According to Mr. 
Burk, Herf Jones does not have records dating back to 1972 or 1973. In Hr. Burk's 
opinion, the ring was purchased by either John A. Schimcel or John A. Szyc. Upon 
receiving the information from Mr, Burk, this Officer made numerous unsuccessful attempts 
to contact either someone at the Schimatl residence or at the Szyc residence. 

At 1S55 hours on Decetiter 15, 1978 I called the Szyc residence .■'nd spoke with Mrs. Szyc. 
Mrs. Szyc stated that her son had pu.'chased a 1975 class ring, although the youth had'beer, 
reported missing to Chicago approximately two years ago. Upon further speaking with Mrs. 
Siyc, 1t Was detenslned that John Szyc had been reported missing to the Shakespeare 
Avenue District end that subsequently John A. Szye's automobile was found In the 
possession of a boy that stated he bought the automobile in February cf 1977, Mrs. Szyc 

—1 ntH'cated that she~had-reported-her-sijr,-ri1-ssing on/or-about-January-25T-T977-erid fel t 
the Incident was senewhat unusual, because her son never picked up his check and the 
check contained m unspecified amount of overtime. To the best of Mrs. Szye's knowledge, 
John A. Szye's paycheck, including t.He overtime, still remains at his former employer and, 
as indicated by Mrs, Szyc, because the youth was of legal age she cannot pick up her son's 
pAycheck.

When he arrived at Hr. easy’s, there were some 
police officers there talking to him. He stated that the police officers were asking 
Mr; fiacy to ccme Into the station to give a written statement and Hr. 6acy advised that 
he would be In later that night, perhaps around 2300 hours. After the police left Mr. 
Ga^'s home. Hr. Gacy made a phone call to Chester Colletti and had some conversation | 
1n reference tp hiving some checks signed. Michael advises that Mr. Colletti Is 
associated with the Horridge Park Lighting Coomission. Hr. Gacy then advised Kldiael 
that he wanted to pick up a Christmas Tree. Gscy told Rossi to go to Ron Rohde's 
Christmas Tree Lot at approximately 5000 Cunfcerland and Mr. Gacy would meet him there 
after running an errand. Rossi believed that Hr. Gacy may have gone to Mr. Collettl's 
house to have some bhecks signed. Rossi '..‘snt outside to his van and he pulled the van 
up closer to the rear door of Hr, Gacy's hwoe. He loaded up seme Chrlsijnas Tree 
ornaments and Hr .''Gacy told him to go to Ron Rohde's Christmas Tree lot and Hr. Gacy 
would meet him there after first running an errand. Rossi went to Hr. Rohde's Christmas 
Tree lot and bought a Christmas Tree for $10. He" waited until approximately 2300 hours 
on the 12th of Decenter 1978 and Hr. Gacy did not show up. Rossi then went back to Mr. 
Gacy's house and he believes that Hr. Gacy was out on the driveway, p-'s^^'y having just 
arrived home. Hr.', Gacy then got Into the van. with Rossi and they went to ai; area behind I 

Ripoff's Hot Dog Stand at Bryn Hawr and Cumberland. Kr. Gacy'Was Interested in cutting ( 

down a Christmas Tree, many of which grow In that area behind the hot dog stand. Rossi 
went on to say that last year at Chrlstnias time he and Kr. Gacy went Into that area to ’ 

cut down a tree and they found seven other Christmas Trees :ut and tied. He stated that , 

It's possible that somebody may liave stolen those trees from the Christmas Tree lot and | 
hidden them in that area. Rossi advised that he ano Kr. Gacy took those seven trees 
and, after taking thoir own, sold the rest. Hike Rossi said that wnen he and Hr. Gacy 
arrived at the area where the Christmas Trees were allegedly growing. Hr. Gacy stated 
'It looked to messy to go out and look," and he then directed Mike Rossi to drive him 
to Ride's Christmas Tree Lot. Rossi stated that he and Gacy never got out of the truck j 

while they were 1n the area where the Christmas Trees reportedly grew wild. Upon : 

arriving at Rohde's Christmas Tree Lot, they found that Hr. Rohde was gone and the lot 
was closed. Rossi then took Hr. Gacy home, arriving at approximately 2315 to 2330 hours., i 
Hike Rossi then went home himself, arriving sometime around 2330 to 2345 hours. On ! 

Wednesday, 13 December 1978, at approximately 0015 to 073G hours Hike Rossi went out to ; 
Rich Raphael's nouse In Glenview. Ke stJteo chat he did some work around Kr. Raphael's ‘ 

hon*. He chloped some ice off of the roof and he laid a heater wire on the roof. He 

stated that he left Mr. Raphael's house sonjetlme around 0.900 hours on that date ana he 
went to the Shell Station on Higgins between Canfield and Cumberland to gas up. He then 
wait to the North Avenue job and arrived at approximately 1000 hours, at which time he 
spoke with Hr. Gacy. 

Hike Rossi was asked If Hr. Gecy had ever given him gifts, a.-'d he stated that from time

articles. He was asked if he had ever given Rossi any jwelry, and HIchaeT stated that 
he had not. 

Hike Rossi beoan to telk about his automobile and he was asked where he had gotten the 

automobile. He said that he bought his *71 Plymouth Satellite from a friend of John _ 

Racy's, who was named S?yc. Mr. Rossi spelled Kr, Szyc's name. In sunmaty Rossi 
said mat Hr. Gacy had told him that a friend was selling his car.and that If Rossi * 
inf-r^ted Hfi could curchose this vehicle. On one morning Rossi advised , '
